THE MILITARY SITUATION AROUND PHNOM PENH IS GRIM BUT BY

OFFENSIVE. THIS YEAR THEY HAVE HAD LESS SUCCESS THAN 
THEY DID LAST YEAR IN REDUCING AND PENETRATING THE
